W. A. Fraser, manager of the govern- 
ment oil boring operations at the Landing, 
arrived with his party en Sunday evening 
and proceeded east on Tuesday’s train. The 
total depth reached was 1770 feet. Beyond 
that depth it was impossible to make head- 
way owing to alternate layers of excessive- 
ly hard and very soft material. The casing 
could not be got through the former except 
with great expense and without the casing 
the latter caved so badly that it was im- 
possible to make progress. Mr. Fraser suc- 
ceeded in extracting 1070 feet of the inner 4 
inch casing, 700 feet of the 43 casing and 
200 feet of the outer 53 casing. Everything 
is ready for the removal of the outfit to 
Pelican rapids on the Athabasca about 100 
miles north of the Landing, first thing in the 
spring. At Pelican rapids it is expected 
that the tar sands will be reached at about 
(00 feet from the surface. The persistent 
etlort to get deeper at the Landing was with 
a view of settling whether the tar sands 
extend that far south or not. Unfortunate- 
'y .the operations ceased about 200 feet 
Short of the point that would have de- 
moustrated this,

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KOOTENAY TRADE. 

During Mr. Isaac Cowie’s visit to the 
Kootenay as the representative of the 
Eimonton Board of Trade and of the 
Alberta branch of the Western Canada 
Immigration Association he collected 
a large amount of interesting and valu- 
ableinformation, of the leading features 
of which the following is a synopsis : 

COMPETITORS. 

Our principal competitor in supply- 
ing agricultural products to the Koote- 
nay district is the city of Spokane in 
Washington. This city is the chief col- 
lecting market for the agricultural areas 
of Eastern Washington, Eastern Oregon 
and Idaho. There are ample rail 
facilities to all parts of these areas 
which are only a short distance from 
the city. It has direct competing con- 
nection with the principal points in the 
Kootenay, from which it is not over 
150 miles distant. One line of railway 
connects directly with Nelson. An- 
other wiil be completed in a short time 
that will give direct connection with 
Rossland. There is short connection 
by Great Northern railway and boat to 
Nelson, Kaslo and all other points on 
Kootenay lake. It has the advantage 
of cheap produce, as the agricultural 
regions which supply it are so distant 
from the coast as to keep the export 
price down to the very lowest figure ; 
it has a short run and competing rail- 
ways to Kootenay; It has large sup- 
plies and direct connection, making it 
possible to lave an order filled from 
Spokane at Kaslo, Nelson or Rossland 
with all certainty and within a couple 
of days at most from its being sent. It 
also has the advantage of being a 
general wholesale centre and therefore 
having business connections firmly 
established with nearly all dealers in 
the Kootenay towns. Owing to these 
advantages Spokane prices necessarily 
govern those of the Kootenay in almost | 
all agricultural products, particularly in 
oats. 

Manitoba, and particularly Brandon 
district,is another competitor, particular- 
ly in oats, butter, beef and pork. Al- 
though Manitoba is at so much a greater 
distance, owing to the fact that it has 
ruilway competition to the Kootenay 
by the C. P. R., the Great Northern and 
and the Northern Pacific, the great dis- 
tance does not tell as much as it other- 
wise would. 

Okanagan valley and other parts of 
the British Columbia interior also com- 
pete, chiefly in timothy hay, potatoes 
and other vegetables. They have the 
advantage of short haul and excellent 
quality of products in these lines, 

Ontario competes in eggs and poultry, 
by reason of the supply available at 
nearer points not being sufficient for 
the demand. In these lines the Edmon- 
ton district should certainly be able to 
more than hold its own if suitable 
shipping and storage arrangements were 


available. 
COMPARATIVE RATES. 


Tbe rates on grain and vegetables 
from Edmonton to all Kootenay poinis, 
except Rossland, is 50c per hundred. 
To Rossland 25c per 100 additional. 

From Spokane to Kaslo, Nelson, 
Trail and Nakusp the rates are: Grain 
25c per 100, hay 30c per 100, butter 
in less than car lots lc per 100, eggs 
in less than car lots packed in 30 dozen 
boxes 62c per 100 lbs. To Sandon the 
rate is 10c per hundred additional from 
Kaslo. From Trail to Rossland the 
rate is 25c per hundred additional over 
the narrow guage’ railway. As soon, 
however, as the Red Mountain railway 
is completed this extra will be cut off 
the rate from Spokane to Rossland, but 
will remain on the rate from Edmonton 
to Rossland. 

From Brandon to all Kootenay points 
except Rossland the rate on grain and 
vegetables is 65c per hundred. 

From Vernon at the head of Okanag- 
an lake the rate on grain and vegetables 


to Nakusp and?Robson is 25¢ per 100. 
To Nelson, Trail and Waneta 30c and 
to Kootenay lake and Nakusp and 
Sandon railway points 40c. 

The C. P. R. rate from Edmonton to 
Vancouver on grain and vegetables is 
35c and to Victoria 40c:

ALBERTA CRAMERIES. 


The following letter from Professor 
Robertson, government dairy commis- 
sioner, has been received by Frank 
Oliver, M. P. The matter is of con- 
siderable public interest,and it is as well 
that the public should have full infor- 
mation upon it at as early a date as 
possible.* The letter is dated Ottawa, 
October 21st, 96: , 

Tam directed by the Honorable the 
Minister of Agriculture to acknowledge 
receipt and consideration of your letter 
of the 5th inst. 

It has been arranged that I shall 
visit Alberta at some date to be tixed 
after the return of the minister from 
the Maritime provinces. He does not 
expect to return to Ottawa before the 
10th of November, 

A circular or bulletin giving informa- 
tion on the plans proposed to provide 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of creameries in the Northwest Terri- 
tories is ‘in the hands of the Queen’s 
Printer. As.soon as copies can be 
obtained, I shali maila number to you 
and shali be glad if yon will distribute 
them tothose in Alberta who are inter- 
ested. I shall also mail copies direct 
from here te’ those whose addresses I 
have. 

In keeping with your suggestion, I 
think it desirable that a convention of 
the representatives of the several cream- 
eries already established in Alberta, and 
also representatives of or delegates from 
the patrons of these creameries should 
be called at Calgary and = an- 
other at Edmonton, if you think it de- 
sirable to hold one there also. I think 
not Jess than two sessions, say after- 
noon and evening, would be required to 
discnss the matter fully , and, if the 
convention could have a representative, 
{or as far as practicable an author- 
itive character,) so much the better. 
By the latter, I mean that those who 
attend for the different districts should 
be appointed ts do so and empowered to 
act, as far as that be practicabie, on be- 
half of the patrons in the different dis- 
tricts. I understand there area large 
number of farmers in the sections dis- 
tant from Calgary, who could hardly 
be expected to bear the expense and 
loss of time involved in making a 
journey to Calgary. If the owners or 
manufacturers at the several creameries 
and skimming stations would fill up 
the forms which are included in the 
bulletin on the creameries for the 
Northwest Territories and send these 
to me before the holding of the conven- 
tion, or bring them to the meeting, 
that would facilitate the arriving at a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

I am to say to you that our depart- 
ment will spare no pains to make the 
dairying business in the district of Al- 
berta as profitable, serviceable and 
satisfactory to the farmers as circum- 
stances will permit. 

If you have any further suggestions 
to offer in the matter of places where it 
would be desirable for me to meet the 
farmers, or receive information in any 
other way, please send them to me at 
your earliest convenience, in* order that 
I may have them here when the pro- 
gramme fer my western journey is be- 
ing made out. You will know that at 
that time of the year, I am unable to 
take more time in Alberta than is 
really necessary to accomplish the 
work that should be done.

PALLISER’S JOURNAL. 


The following extracts from the journaj 
of Capt. Palliser’s travels in the Northwest 
in 1857-8 are interesting as observations of a 
scientific man and by way of comparison 
with existing conditions. 

PRAIRIE FIRES. 
Oct. 3rd, 1857. (Page 57). 

‘* In autumn these fires are very common, 
when the grass is like tinder and a spark 
from a pipe may be sufficient to set 200 
square miles of prairie in a blaze. The 
Indians are very careless about the con- 
sequences of such an occurrence, and 
frequently fire the prairie for the most 
trivial reasons; frequently for signals to 
telegraph to one another concerning a suc- 
cessful horse-stealing exploit, or in order to 

roclaim the safe return of a war party. 

he disastrous effects of these fires consist 
principally in denuding the land of all use- 
fal treety such. as spruce, pine, birch, fir 
and all soft wood timber which are among 
the most valuable for settlement. but not 
reproductive.”
